JEFFERSON CITY, April 6.—The | 


Supreme Court today declared in- 
valid the act passed at the first ex- 
tra session of the Legislature, which 
sought to re-enact the redisticting 
of the judicial cireuits of the State, 
provided for by an act passed at the 


| regular session, on which the Demo- 


crats took a referendum. 

The act passed at the regular ses- 
sion, a jwviutical measure, reduced 
the judgeships in Democratic dis- 
tricts from 61 to 22 and increased 
the Republican judgeships from 31 


‘to 70. The referendum, to be voted 


on next November, had the effect of 
holding up the redistricting. In an 
effort to circumvent the referendum 
the measure was re-enacted at the 
first extra session. 

The case reached the court on a 
mandamus suit brought by Circuit 
Judge Drain of Shelbyville to compel 
the Secretary of State to accept his 
declaration of candidacy from an old 
district. The Court orders the Sec- 
retary of State to accept the declara- 
tion. 

The opinion was written by Jus- 
tice Walker, with Justices Woodson 

and Graves and Chief Justice James 
T. Blair concurring. Justices David 
E. Blair, Higby and Elder dissented.
